In the request for election of species. Applicants were requested to elect a single disclosed species that fell within the sub-generics 
a)fragment of fodrin, b) fragment of IPF I, J,K, c) fragment of EAALTSEEVG, and d) fragment comprising YHRFK. Applicants 
elected "a fragment of IPF I, J,K." However, this is not a proper response since the Applicants elected a sub-generic rather than a 
species. A species is a single embodiment encompassed by the claims. "A fragment of IPF I, J,K," encompasses numerous 
embodiments and thus does not qualify as a species. If Applicants wish examination of the IPF fragment, then apphcants are 
requested to elect a single disclosed fragment of IPF I, J,K.
